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The President's Message.

The Annual Message of President Joho-
son was submitted to both Houses of Con-
gress on Monday at two o'clock. We did
not receive a copy ia time to place it before
our readers in full this week, but give a
synopsis of its main features. The tone of
the Message is decidedly moderaie. . No al-
lasion is wade to the pending Constitutional
Amendwents, but the Presilent regards his
own poliey the best, und thinks the admis-
sion of Senators and Mewbers of Congress
“would have accorded with the great prin-
ciple ennneiated iu the Declaration of Awer-
ican londopendence, that no people ought
to bear the burden of taxation and yet be
denied the right of representation.” In
speaking off Mexican affairs. he states that
an arranzement had been made with the
Freoch Government, ander which the troops
ot the latter were to have been withdrawn
in three detachments,one on the first of No-
vember, bat as this has not been done, ecare
wastaken by our Government to make its dis-
sent known to the Emperor of France. The
President hopes, hewever, that France will
reconsidor the snbject and adopt sowme reso-
ution i regard to the evacuation of Mexi-
co that will conform to the existing e¢ugage-
ment and ineet the expectations of the Uni-
ted States Government. . The President re-
grets that ne considerable advauce has been
made in the adjustment of differences with
Great Britain arising out of the depreda-
tions on our uational commerce and other
tresspasses committed during the late civil
war by British subjects.  He regards the
Feniau invaszion of Capada as a violation of
the neutrality laws, but expresses the hope
that judicious amnesty will be granted to
those who had taken part in the jnvasion.
In concluding he says our Governwent is
now undergoing its most trying ordeal, and
praye thait the porvil may bo successtully and
finally passed without impairing it= original

o strength and symmetry.

As the chicf of Police and one of
h s suberdinates were implieated in the de-
struction of the Doctor’s property. it is sus-
pected that they alsa Lnow more about -his
assassination than they are willing to admit.

Dispatches received by the Atlantic (able,
a few days ago, bring the startding intelli-
genee that the Trish have taken np arms
agaiest the Government, and military and
naval measures have been prowmptly set on
foot by the authorities of Englaud for the
suppression of the outbreak. The extent
and the whereabouts of the insurrection are
not stated, but from theg tenor of the dis-
patches wa infer that the confiagration
must be an exteusive one. The London
press, of course, urges stern repressive meas-
ures. The public here will await further

advices relative to the business with livelg
anxiety.

MESSAGE OF PRESIDENT JOHNSON.
Bynopsis o@im_n Features.
Moderation in Tone—No Allusion to Amendmant

Mexican question—Our claims against England.

. The message opens, as usual. with thanks
to Providence for peace and prosperity, io
the abatement of the pestilence and the
restoration of civil authority thronghout the
United States,
facts set forth in the President’s message,
relative to the measures the Executive bad
taken for the grudual restoration of the

pointing provisional Governors, ete.  Only
one thing then remained, the message says,
to be done, and that was the admission of
loyal representatives to Congress. This
question was devolved solely on Congress.
In the mecantime, the President says, no
other plan having been proposed, he eon-
tinued his efforts to perlect restoration
through the Judicial, revenue and postal
systems of the eountry. The South had
ulso ratified the amendment abolishing sla-
very, eonformed their social laws to the faet,
repudiated rebel debts and proceeded in
good faith to legislate for the awmelioration
of the colored race. The [resident then
speaks as fullows

“Coungress, however, yet hesitated to ad-
mit any of these States to representation,
and it was not until the close of the eighth
wonth of the session that an exception was
wade in favor of Tenuessee. 1 deem it a
subject of profound regret that Congress has
thus far faled to adwit to seats loyal Sena-
tors and Representatives from the other
States whose inhabwants, with those of
Tennessee, had engaged in rebellion. Ten
States, more than one-fourth of the whole
number, remain without representation.
The seats of fitty members of the House
and twenty of the Senate are yet vucant—
uot by their own consent, not by a fatlure
of election, bat by the refusal of Congress
to accept their credentinls. Their admis-
sion, it is believed, would have accomplish-
ed much towards the renewal and sirength-
ening of our relations as one people, aud re-
moved serions canse for discontent on the
part of the people of those States. It
would have accorded with the great princt-
ple enuvciated in the declaration of Awesi-
can Independence, that no people ought to
bear the Lurden of taxation and yet be de-
nied the richt ¢f represemtation. [t wonid
have been 1n eonsonance with the express
provisions of the Constitution that each
State shall have at least ope representative,
and that uo State without its eonsent shall
be deprived of ¢qual suffiaze in the Senate.
These provisions were intesded o secure to
every State tigg right of represent: tion in
Congress, and s0 unportant was it deewed
hy the frawers of. the Usnstitution that the
equality of the States shall be preserved in
the Senate, that not even by anamendinent
of the Constitution can auy State without
ite vonscnt b2 denied a yolee o thae branch
of the National lezisluture. It has bk
sumed that these States, by rebellion, be-
came territories ; but all departments of the
Goveronment, with great distinctness, refus-
ed to sanction an assumption so meothpati-
ble with the nature of our Republican sys-
tem and the professed objects of the war.
Throughout the recent legislation of Con-
gress, the undeniable fact makes itself ap-
parent that these ten polivteal communities
are nothing less than Siates.”’

The President then quotes the Crittenden
resolution of 1861, on the object of the war,
and reviews the legislation of Congress,
wherein the States are recognized. and also
in Lineoln's proclamation. He then pro
ceeds again as follows :

“In the admission of Senators and Rep-
resentatives from all of the States,there can
be no just grounds eof apprehension that
persons who are disloyal will be elothed with
the power of legislation, for this could not
happen when the Constitution and the laws
are enforeed by a vigilant and faithful Con-
gress. Fach House is the judge of its own
members. A Senator or mewmber way be
admitted or rejected, or his eredentials re-
terred to a proper committee. If admitted
to a =eat it must be on evidence satisfuctory
to the House of which he beesmes a mem-
ber, that he possesses the requisite loval and
Constitutional qualifications. It refused ud-
mission and =ent to his eonstituents for want
of' due allegianee, they ar: admonished that
none but persons loyal to the United States
will be allowed in the connsels of the nation,
and the political power and moral influence
of Conpgress are thus effectively exerted in
the interests of loyalty to the Government
and fidelity to the Unton.  Upon this gaes-
tion, so vitally affecting the restoration of
the Union, and the permaneney of our form
of Government. my convictions heretofore
expressed have undergone wo change, but
on the enotrary their correctness has been
confirmed by reflection and time. If the
admission of loyal :nembers to seats in Con-
gross was wise a year ago, it 18 no less wise
and expedient now. 1 thisanomalous con-
dition 18 right; if in the exact condition
of these States at the presénl time itis law-
ful to exclude them from representation. |

by the eflax of time. Ten years hence, it
these States remain as they are, the right of
representation will be no weaker. The Con-
stitution makes it the duty ot the President
to recommend to the consideration of Con.
gress such measures as he shall deem expe.
expedient. I kpow of no measure more
imperatively demanded by every considera-
tion of national interest, sound poliey and
equal justice, than the admission of loyal
members from the unrepresented Stares.
It would consummate restoration,renew vig.
or and stability, allay doubt, induce emigra-

tion, and open new fields of enterprise.
The President concludes on restoration by
repeating the warnings of others against a
consolidated despotism, and does not make
the slightest reference to the pending Con-
stitutional Amendment nor to the much
ta'lked of ammnesty and suffrage questions.
All he says on reconstruction has been
given verbatim.

The President then alludes to the Fenian
invasion of Canada, asa violation of the
neutrality  laws, and the proclamation
which he issued, and the trial and sentence
of captared Fenians, and savs
~ “"Such representations have been made to
Great Britain as will, it is hoped. induce
judicious amnesty to all who were engaged
i the invasion.™ T

After referring briefly to the arnnual re-
ports and Yecomwmending that the Disiries of
Columbia be allowed a delagate in Congress
the President eoncludes as foliows :

“In the performance of a daty imposed
by the Constitution, | have thus subwitted
to the representatives of the Suates and the
people such information of our domestic
and toreign affairs as the publie interests
may require.  Our Governmsent is now un-
dergoing its most trying ordeal, and my
{ earnest prayer is that the peril may be sue-

peace. Directing our efforts to the early
